WONDERFUL CAVE. 


Party Explores a Hole in the Ground 
Fifty Miles East of Butte and Makes 


Notable Discoveries. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M ) 

DENVER, Dec. §.—A special to the 
News from Butte, Mont.. says that « 
new and wonderful —— cave, de- 
neved to be one of the largest known, 
has just been discovered in the cafion 
of the Jefferson River on the line of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, about fifty 
miles east of Butte. 

An exploration party from Butte 
spent several days in the cave, going 
over an area of ten miles and to «a 
depth of nearly one thousand feet. A 
large river, with a cataract of about 
a hundred feet. was explored for a dis.

ering its source or outlet. A few arti- 
cles of stone, copper utensils and some 
bones, believed to be human bones, 
were also found in one of the large 
apartments of the cave.

The 
original estimates of grain to relieve 
the famine districts are now found to 
be excessive, and they have conse-
